God hes his counſellis to put in executioun and alreddy hes begunin 
to erecute his Jugementis. Sic as feiris God, and wald the lauchfull and rych:eous blude Ropall, cont ine wit in 
the ſucceſſioun of our Crowne, will wellinglie obey vs and furthſet our authoꝛitie. The ſame God that hes ouercy 
the Rebellious factioun anis, will zit repꝛes thair Jnſolence , gif thay tend to farther vntteuth and conſpyzaceis. 
And we dout nocht bot ze will aſſiſt vs, in thair contrair to thair oppobꝛye and conkuſioun. C Our will is heirkoir, 
and we ſtraitlie cõmand and charge 20 w all and ſindzie our liegis a ſubiectis foirfaidis,as ze will anſwer to God, 
and vpon z our allegeance and bundin dewtie to vs, that nane of zow tak vpon hand co ryſe, aſſiſt foztiliennantene 
oꝛ ubey our ſaid Mother, oꝛ ony conſpiratouris mouarts of ſeditioun and Jnſurrectioun,vnder culiour of quhatſum 
euer vther pꝛetendit authoꝛitie noz ouris,vader the paine of treſoun. And that Lvoun King of Armes his bx2ther 
Herauldis, Maſaris, Nurſeuãtis, and Meſſingeris qubatſumeuer, ma publicatioun heirof at the mercat Croces of 
the heid Burrowis of our Realme, and vtheris places neidfull, that nane pꝛetend Igaioꝛance oi the lame. Geutn 
vonder our Signet, and ſubſcriuit be our ſaid derreſt couſing and Regent, At Glalgow the. xiuij. day of Maj, 
and of our Regie the Firſt zeir.
